Father Shot His Own Son in 
The Philippines. 

Father Now Suffering From Re- 
morse And a Wanderer 
on The Face of The 



01umbu«,0.,Oct.lb.— Maj.C! 
N. Rockefeller shot his own a 
the Philippines, and is now a 
«lerer on the face of the earth 
lering from remorse. 

Maj. Rockefeller, with his young 
wife, was stationed at Hong Kong 
in 1872. A child was born, a boy, 
and they named him Robert. 

In 1872 Maj. Rockefeller arrange 
ed to sail for San Francisco, and 
two days before the date set the 
Chinese nnrsedisappeared with the 
boy. No trace of the boy could be 
found and Mrs. Rockefeller died 
tsoon after reaching San Francisco. 
The grief-stricken major rejoined 
his regiment and after 
years of service found himself lead- 
ing his men against insurgents near 
Manila. In one engagement the 
Filipinos, led by a dashing young 
white man, made a vicious stand. 
Maj. Rockefeller shot him dead and 
the insurgents tied. 

From letters found in the young 
man's pockets it w as learned that 
he was kcown m Hong Kong as 
Paul Stanhope. Further inquiry 
revealed the fact that he was the 
child, Robert, stolen by the Chinese 
nurse and placed in a Jesuit college 
under the name < f "Paul Yen." He 
was afterwards adopted by Henry 
Stanhope, an Euglish merchant in 
Hong Kong. 

This tragic story comes from 
Maj. Rockefeller himself, who dis-

You will be able, with your 
instruments, to get a better result; 
but I guess I'm pretty near right." 

We gathered up the farmer's sur- 
veying instruments — the spring bal- 
ance, the saw and the board — and 
descended tho mountain. 

With my table of logarithms I 
worked out. a result that evening 
which was mere accurate than the 
one obtained by him; but the dif- 
ference betweon my result and his 
was not very great, and I felt that 
I had failed to impress the farmer 
as a man who could do something 
without the aid of a book,, a man for 
immediate action. 

One might wonder why the farmer 
did not get tho contents of the field 
by measuring the perpendicular or 
shorter distance from any angle of 
one of the triangles into which the 
field was divided to the6ide opposite 
this angle. The contents of the tri- 
angle would then be the length of 
this opposite side multiplied by one- 
half the length of this perpendicular, 
and the contents of the whole field 
would be the sum of that of the tri- 
angles. Unfortunately, however, the 
farmer had net the advantage of a 
very simple knowledge of geometry; 
and the young surveyor was too desir- 
ous of using a formula which gave 
the contents of the field when the 
three sides of each of tho triangleB 
were known. What are afterward 
seen to be the simplest methods are 
often overlooked at first. — Youth's 
Companion.

railroads, whereby a rebate is 
n OH every shipment, which 
makes it impossible for the small 
producer and refiner to market his 

gOOda. Il resorts to every means 
to drive small refiners < ut of busi- 
icss. It has been known to seek 
Detraction against the use of cer- 
tain transportation facilities, and 
ailing in the attempt, it has solic- 
ted ligoaturea to a petition de- 
bating tiie refinery a pubh 
sauce.

Die argument of the people is that 
if, with oil selling at the present 
price and even lower, Mr. Rockfel- 
low has been able to amass a for- 
tune of five hundred millions, the 
trust might have sold oil at a much 
lower price and still have earned 
vast sums of money. In other 
words no matter how low the price 
is, it might be greatly less with prof- 
its past all reasonable expectations 
to the Trust. 

The Sugar Trust. 
;cond in strength is the Sug; 
ist. 'In answer to the question 
of whether sugar was selling to- 
day at a higher price than it did 
teu years ago, a large retail mer- 
chant said that it was sold now for 
less, although the price has been 
raised recently ; and is now 2>£c per 
lb. higher thau than it was two 
years ago. The retailer proceed 
ed: 

'•The Sugar Trust has many- 
methods coercion. For instance, 
a merchant whose business will av- 
erage say $200,000 per year cannot 
buy direct from the trust, but must 
purchase from the jobbers in his 
section. The Trust first commen- 
ced selling to the merchants of the 
above class nothing less than ten 
barrel lots. This was raised to 25 
barrels then to 50 and now to 100. 
Then came the notice that pui 
chases would have to be made 
from the jobber. If a merchant 
asks for a quotation from a jobber 
in another city on 100 barrel lot, he 
is informed he must pay whatevei 
price is asked by (his own iobber, 
and must pay the freight on the 
shipment. Thus he is forced to 
deal with oDe of certain jobbers 
and buy at a price fixed by the 
Trust. If it is found that two mer- 
chants are dividing a lot, both are 
notified that their orders will not 
be tilled in the future. Much hard- 
ship is thus forced on retailers who 
must have sugar, but many of whom 
have not facilities for storing it in 
such quantities. 

••The Trust absolutely and arbi- 
trarily controls the price of its pro- 
duct, and the jobber is compelled to 
sell for that pr*ice or be refused 
dealing with the Trust.

The 
Royal Company employs, instead of 
ordinan salesman, men who might 
be called traveling inspectoi 
They visit the stores of merchants 
and{ either by questioning or by- 
general observation see what 
brands are handled by him. If it 
is found that other brands than 
that of the Royal Company are sold 
every effort is made to prevent 
them from handling them in the fu- 
ture. There are other and better 
brands than the Royal, but a de- 
mand that is general and wide- 
spread is created by the enormous 
expenditure for advertising pur- 
poses. The other brands sell for 
from 10 to 15 cents per pound, 
cheaper than the Royal. Some of 
these brands are much better than 
the Royal, but the call for them is 
very much less. The Royal Com- 
pany when they find a retailer sell- 
ing the Royal brand for less than 
45 cents per pound refuses to sell 
him another pound. 

Merchants are furnished a writ- 
ten agreement which they are com- 
pelled to sign, stating that they 
will not sell Royal Baking Powder 
for less than 45 cents per pound. 
The Powder costs the Trust from 
15 to 18 cents per pound to make. 
Flour Trust. 
••The Flour Trust, backed and 
controlled as it is by\the Grain and 
Klevator Trust, has raised the 
price of flour 25c per barrel in the 
last week. Still further advances 
in flour may be expected within the 
next few days. " 

Other Trusts. 
There is the Tack Trust, which 
absolutely controls the price of all 
tacks and nails. A place in New 
Kng'.and there is a mill for the 
manufacture of tacks, and since the 
Trust acquired control ol it, the 
mill has been shut down and not a 
ton of its product has been sold, 
The shut-down threw |150 men out 
of work.

"The fact that the malarial par- 
asite is paludal in its habits, and 
that the mosquito is a blood sucker 
and also paludal in habit, is ex- 
tremely suggestive of this connec- 
tion. The idea, however, did not 
take definite form until Patrick 
Manson. In his- Coulstonian lecture* 
delivered in 18%, set forth a defi- 
nite hypdothesis, based on certain 
ell-established facts, namely, that 
the malarial parasite possessed a 
rlaggellating phase, that this phase 
is developed from the mature para- 
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names for the little 
Swansons, and offered in case ol 
political success to remember the 
family if the name could be changed, 
The parents refused, however, and 
Judge Holt laughingly said: "W 
be perfectly satisfied if you will re, 
member me next time, though I 
don't know whether you will or not 
because I'm a Democrat, and it 
looks like you are going into a 
baby trust."

Malaria and the AAo^quito I heory. 

kversS'a discovery of the para- 
site which causes malaria was a 
pronounced step forward in our 
knowledge of the disease, but not 
by any means so radical and im- 
portant as the development of the 
fact, years before, that the bark «»l 
the cinchona tree was a delinite 
enemy to the malarial poison. 

Daniel Drake, in the early days 
our medical history, was a per- 
sistent student of this almost uni- 
tally distributed dibease, and 
lis work published years ago 
with the title "Autumnal Fevers of 
he Mississippi Valley," he pre- 
dated contributions which stand 
to-day as almost classical. 

The earlier as well aa later atu- 
dents, obaervera and writera on the 
subject have favored the thought 



ite, that it is evolved only when 
the parasite is outside Ihe human 
body, that the Hagella, when form- 
ed break away from the parent 
parasite, and that, when free, the 
rlagella were capable of living as 
independent organisms. He was 
thus led to believe that the flagells 
was the extracorporeal phase iq 
the life history of parasites. As it 
wasimpossifbleorthe form in which 
this organism originated to escape 
from the human body by itself, it 
was necessary to invoke the assist- 
ance of some outside agency. The 
most probrable agent was the mos- 
[uito, and Manson supposed that 
the flaggellated body w as sucked, 
n its latent form, into the stomach 
of the mosquito and developed 
therein. The flaggellae then broke 
away from the central sphere, and 
in virtue of their locomotive power 
traversed the blood in the mosqui- 
to's stomach, penetrated the stom- 
ach wall, entered some cell and 
started the "outside-of-the-body '* 
life of the malariul parasite. Man- 
son still i believed, however, that 
malaria could be air or water 
borne, for he supposed that on 
the death of the mosquito the para- 
site was liberated, and either in- 
haled from the air or carried into 
the system in drinking water."

The Kentucky Legislature ad- 
journed yeatcrday after a aeraion 
of 56 daya in which time three tlec- 
billa were passed. One of 
ie changed the square enclor in<,- 
device to a circle one inch in di- 
nmeter just beneath it. The second 
made several amendments to the 
present law. including proviaiona fc 
preseving all the ballots, for pei 
mitting challenged voters to vote by 
affidavits to be subsequently inves- 
tigated and reported upon by the 
grand jury and requiring the secre- 
tory of State to furnish all ballot- 
paper. The third bill was passed 
Saturday as a conference measure 
and was the Democratic caucus 
measure put through the House 
several weeks ago, by a party vote 
amended in but one respect. The 
third man on the county boards is 
to be the county Sheriff. All ap- 
pointments, however, are to be 
made from lists of eight in each pre- 
cinct submitted by the county com- 
mittees of the two leading parties. 
It was ordered that 50,000 copies of 
the new laws be printed for circula- 
tion. The bill changes the political 
complexion of the boards of ChriB- 
tian and 30 or 40 other counties, but 
it doea not take effect until the 
latter part of January, 1901. It is 
a great satisfaction to the Democrats 
of Christian county that their Sena- 
tor, Hon. R. C. Crenshaw, was one 
of only four who stood out to the end 
against the surrender.

Fratus Warfield Who Attempted 
to Asoult Mrs, Penlck Taken 
From Jail by a flob 
at Midnight. 



Elkton Ky. Oct. 18.— Last night 
at midnight the negro Fratus War 
field, who attempted to outrage Mrs 
Len Penick, the wife of a promin- 
ent farmer near this city Tuesday, 
was taken from the jail by a mob 
and hanged. 

Every thing was so quiet that 
very few expected him to be lynched. 
About midnight a a mob very qui- 
etly formed and appeared at the 
county jail and demanded Warfield. 
After some parleying Jailer Grumb- 
was induced to open the door. 

After securing the prisoner the 
mob went out Clarksville street a- 
bout a mile and swung bim up to a 
limb. 

Very few of the citizens knew 
what had happened unttll this mor- 
ning. 

A big crowd of of sightseers was 
on the ground when Coroner Bruce 
arrived. A jury was at once im- 
paneled, and the usual verdict was 
returned, that the deceased came 
to his death at the hands of an un- 
known party or parties by hanging.

Hon. E. W. Carmack, the youn 
Congressman from the Memph 
district, came a stranger, but left 
with a thousand ardent admirer* 
among the best Democrats in Ken 
tucky. 

His speech was secured through 
the personal efforts of Mr. Webb C. 
Bell, Chairman of the Speakers 
Committee of the Democratic county 
organization, who was a schoolmate 
of the distinguished orator.

Galveston, Tex., Oct. 18.— One 
mouth and ten days have elapsed 
since the storm, and still the num- 
ber of dead bodies being recovered 
daily does not decrease.

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An ingenious way of getting a 
smokeless powder out of the heads of 
Japanese matches has been disclosed 
in the Philippines. A report received 
at the war department from Panay, 
Visayan islands, gays: "The robber 
bands which are now devastating are 
badly armed and aro arrant, cowards, 
but cruel and take no prisoners. An 
llustration was given a short time 
ago ha the fate of threa aoldiers who, 
having made themselves stupidly 
drunk on tuba, the diatilled sap of the 
coco&nut trees, wire left behind by 
tha command. Their throats were 
promptly cut by the holomen. 

" ' patrol party of tan or twelve 
men eont afUr the stragglers, we 
learned aftsrward from native 
sources, ran into an ambuscade of 
some 800 insurgents, who did not 
ereo dare to attaok, for they said the 
oountry was open and they would be 
hurt. Eight or ten Americana can 
go anywhere, but a man alone is in 
great dangor of being shot from am- 
bush. 

"The natives of the Visayas have 
not many guns, but a greater need 
of ammunition.

^ TROLLEYJYSTEMST 

Responsible In Great Measure for Small 
Oatnt lo Population of Large Cities. 

The Chicago Tribune ha* gathered 
some fnot* to explain why the papula- 
tion of a number of our large cities, 
as returned by the lift census, failed 
to reach the expectation of some of 
their enterprising citizens. It is 
matter of current remark that the 
gain in population of a number of 
these cities fell a good deal short of 
the estimates based upon rate* of 
grow th w hich have held true for sev- 
eral decades past, until the one just 
closed. For instance, one of the large 
cities of Ohio. gained but a very little 
er nine percettt. during the past ten 
years, whereas for the preceding ten- 
year period the gain was 16 per cent. 
The explanation is found in the fact 
that the rapid extension of trolley 
lines, or so-called "rapid transit" fa- 
cilities, has enabled people to remove 
their habitation from the business 
center or crowded residence districts 
beyond the city limits, into the su- 
burbs. On this account the census re- 
turns of these cities now fail to show 
large numbers of people whose 
lar place of business is established 
within the city. This explanation 
seems reasonable, for it has been ap- 
parent to observing people all along 
that the great extension of transpor- 
tation facilities in city and suburban 
districts, during comparatively re- 
cent years, has exerted a salutary ef- 
fect upon the distribution of the peo- 
ple in populous centers. It should be 
remembered, however, says the Rail- 
way and Engineering Review, that the 
electric railways have not been entire 
ly alone in this development, for al- 
though they have greatly outstripped 
the steam roads in their suburban ac- 
commodations in the larger number 
of cities, it must be taken into con- 
sideration that the eff. c it of the com- 
petition has been to lower the subur- 
ban rates on steam lines and to cause 
the latter to greatly increase their 
suburban service in many of the 
larger cities. In the smaller cities, 
where suburban service on steam 
roads could hardly be made to pay, 
the trolley roads hold the field, but 
in the larger oitiei the steam roads 
have the advantage, when it comes 
t o distance. Business men are not in- 
clined to spend an hour in a trolley oar 
riding seven or eight miles if they 
can take a steam train which will get 
them over that distance in less than 
half that time, and afford more com- 
fortable seats besides. In any general 
consideration of the question, how- 
ever, the trolley lines must be conced- 
ed to be formidable competitors of 
the steam roads for city and suburban 
passenger traffic. They have been the 
cause of a great change in the condi- 
tions of such traffic, but it should be 
reflected that the steam roads, by ad' 
justing their service and traffic ar 
rangements to the changed condi 
tions, have helped at least a little to- 
ward the general progress.
